America Online introduced the 
preview version of its sleeker, hip- 
per Netscape 6 on Wednesday at 
the annual Internet World Trade 
Show in Los Angeles. 

AQL says the slimmer browser is 
part of its “AOL Anywhere’’ strate- 
gy that lets members access the 
Internet from ai>y device. The pro- 
■ gram is about half the size of earli- 
er versions and works better with 
digital set-top television boxes and 
WebenaJjjed cell-phones. 

• • The browser can be down- 
loaded free at the Netscape Web 
site. It includes a new technology 
^cd sidebar. Netscape describes 
. sidebar as “a skinny Web page” 
users can customize so it will 
deliver information tailored to 
their needs. 

It will continuously deliver news, 
stock quotes, weather, buddy lists 
and other news, even when the 
main browser window is dosed. 

The new Netscape may become 

' a point of contention in the penal- 
ty stage of the Microsoft antitrust 
case.' AOL Chief Executive Steve 
Case says the company wants to 
make Netscape Communications 
Corp.’s Navigator the default 
browser in the service os soon os 
possible. The company currently 
uses the Explorer browser by 
Microsoft, but that contract runs 
out at the end of 2000. AOL. now 
owns Netscape. 

One of the key findings during 
the trial was that Microsoft illegal- 
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ly attempted to monopolize the 
• Web browser market. The court 
found “the predatory course of 
conduct Microsoft has pursued 
since June of 1995 has revived the 
dangerous probability that 
Microsoft will attain monopoly 
power in a second market,’’ the 
judge wrote. Experts believe the 
adcutiqn of AOL’s customers could 
revitalize Netscape’s market share, 
Microsoft spokesman Jim 
Cullinan said AOL's announce- 
ment shows “Netscape has and 
will continue to be strong compe- 
tition’’ and that Microsoft has not 
prevented Netscape from getting 
“its product to consumers.’’

“It is different,” she said, "and 
it’s much different from 
Communicator (Netscape’s cur- 
rent browser product). They have 
gone for a streamlined, modular 
and, I guess, you could cull it a 
futuristic look."

hfoybe it doesn’t matter to most people 
what the government docs. And berides, 
the law allows “undue burden” waivers. 
But history suggests that dvU rights 
enforcement starts small, grows big and 
" men grows burdensome. That procc^ 
usually begins with Washington setting 
“modd standards,” then rippling them 
out across sodety. 

In 1941; for example, the federal gov- 
ernment created the Fair Employment ■ 
Practices Commission to integrate war 
industries. From that beginning, 
Washington used its procurement power, 
and then its legislating, regulating and liti- 
gating power, to achieve not only antidis- 
crimination laws, but also the full panoply 
of prOferehces, quotas and set-asides. 

But it’s one thing to argue that people 
of eqjuol abilities ought to enjoy equal 
opportunity; it’s quite another to argue 
t^t those who can’t see must somehow 
be empowered to use on inherently visu- 
al medium. But that’s exactly what 
Section 508 is pointing toward. 

Walter Olson, senior fellow at the con- 
servative-tilting Manhattan Institute, 
observes that if emerging federal stan- 
dards are ever enforced, “hundreds of 
millions of Web pages would have to be 


tom down.” 

Olson doesn’t think that red tape will' 
strangle the Internet; he just thinks thnH, 
oil this bureaucratiidng will moke the 
Web cost more. The real “digital divide,” 
he predicts, will open up between thosq.^ . 
companies that can afford to comply j 
with oil the regulations and those that j 
can’t. So goodbye, mom and pop c-busi-. j 
ness; hello, giants such as Amazon.com. 

D<^ all this sound remote? Consider 
the effect of the Americans With 
Disabilities Act, passed in 1990. Nation^ ' 
cost estimates vary widely, but anecdotal ' 
information suggests it’s not cheap. The

The Medlcai'e program saw

to the Medicaid program, sbe per- 
cent to charity and one percent id 
the Champus program, the report 
shows. 

Bright said the hospital sow 
almost a $1 million decrease in 
the money spent on govenunem- 
sponsored health core from the 
year before. The drop is beyond 
the hospital's control Bright sold, 
and it could be linked to a dip in 
the number of Medicare patient 
days during the fis^ year. 

‘'It doesn't mean there were 
fewer padents served.

The district judge had deter- 
mined that for Hall's cortduct to 
have been reckless, it must have 
been “at least more likely than 
not" that death would result. In 
most cases siding too fast does not 
result in death, ^ judge said.

The' combined bonk will be 
the largest in Utah, Nevada,

“The customers and cultures 
of our two companies ore 
remarkably similar," said San 
Francisco-based Wells Fargo’s 
chief executive, Dick 
Kovocevich, citing the banks’ 
shared Western heritoge. "^th 
companies compete not just in 
banking but in the far Iqrger, 
faster growing industry called 
financial services.” 

The two bonks plan to sell off 
about $1.2 billion worth of 
deposits and loons to get regula- 
tors to approve the dem, which is 


expected to.be complete some- 
time after June.’ 

Kovocevich sold there is no 
question that layoffs will occur 
as a result of the deal. 

Each of Wells Fargo’s four 
. Magic Valley branches is a same- 
street neighbor of a First 
Security branch - on Main 
streets in Hailey and Jerome, on 
Ketchuni’s Sun Valley Road and 
at Twin Falls’ central downtown 
intersection.
